The Society Demanded of him what fort of Crime 
that muft be; he Inftanc’d in his Confpiring with the 


Imperialifts, but cou'd not make it out to be Felony; for 


it muft be Treafon or nothing. ‘ feo 
Whereupon he was order'd to write to the Vice-Roy, 
to Demand the Duke's Eftate again, or elfe to let us 
know his Crime. 
Courant, March 30. One of our Parties in Flanders, fur- 
priz’d an Out-guard of the Enemies, and might have 
_ taken feveral of their Horfes, if the Enemy had not 
come and made them run away. ; 
~ This was fuch remarkable News, and fo Good, the 
Society thank’d him for it ; for by the fame Rule, they 
might have taken all Flanders, if No Body had beat them 
away.

Mails afford very little News of Importance, befides
